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To  the  Chairnan  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Northampton. 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  incorporating  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  report 
is  presented  in  five  sections  each  dealing  with  an  aspect  of  environmental 
control  of  the  district.  In  addition  I  make  some  observations  on  trends  in 
patterns  of  living  that  are  inimical  to  the  general  health. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  that  there  were  219  deaths,  18 
less  than  last  year.  This  gives  a  crude  rate  of  10.6  (standardised  rate  8.6) 
compared  with  the  national  figure  of  11.2. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  356  (19  illegitimate)  compared  with  354 
last  year,  and  giving  a  crude  rate  of  17.2  (standardised  rate  18. O).  There 
were  10  infant  deaths,  5  under  4  weeks  of  age.  This  gives  an  infant  death 
rate  of  28  which  is  above  the  national  figure  of  18.3* 

Notification  of  infectious  disease  showed  an  increase  from  152  cases 
last  year  to  200  for  1967,  this  was  largely  due  to  increase  in  measles 
notifications  which  is  showing  its  usual  biennial  incidence.  There  were  no 
outbreaks,  only  one  case  of  dysentery,  no  cases  of  food  poisoning,  three 
cases  of  tuberculosis  and  two  cases  of  human  anthrax.  The  latter  is  a  rare 
event,  and  is  reported  in  Section  E.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  no  deaths 
from  tuberculosis,  though  the  other  respiratory  infections  still  take  their 
toll,  there  being  26  deaths  from  pneumonia,  three  in  infancy,  the  rest  in 
elderly  persons;  and  five  deaths  from  bronchitis. 

While  the  incidence  of  infectious  illness  is  satisfactorily  low,  in 
order  to  maintain  this  state  a  high  level  of  immunization  of  children  in  the 
community  is  necessary.  Parents  should  not  fail  to  have  their  infants 
immunized  to  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox, 
and  not  to  forget  the  necessary  booster  immunizations.  Vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  follows  in  the  early  terms.  Pood  born  infection,  thoiJgh 
satisfactorily  low  in  this  district  is  still  far  too  prevalent  generally,  and 
causes  considerable  ill  health.  Regular  inspection  of  food  premises  and 
insistence  on  the  implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  cannot 
succeed  unless  assisted  by  personal  action.  The  keystone  to  prevention  of 
food  born  infection  lies  in  scrupulous  personal  hygiene,  particularly  in 
those  who  handle  and  prepare  food,  both  in  home  and  food  establishments;  in 
the  adequate  cooking  of  all  meat,  fish,  poultry;  and  in  the  careful  storage 
of  all  foods. 

In  this  district  the  environmental  control  has  been  well  maintained 
throughout  the  year  with  a  high  standard  in  the  provision  of  housing,  and 
excellent  special  accommodation  for  the  elderly;  together  with  satisfactory 
sewage  disposal  and  refuse  collection.  In  addition  a  number  of  houses  in 
private  ownership  were  improved  by  means  of  grants.  Your  inspectors  maintain 
a  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection,  and  shops,  offices  and  factories  are  kept 
under  regular  supervision. 
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However,  this  report  while  providing  an  account  of  environmental 
health  would  not  be  complete  without  some  mention  of  other  aspects 
of  life  which  affect  health  adversely. 

While  the  causes  of  a  number  of  diseases  still  remain  unknown, 
there  are  some  afflictions  that  may  be  delayed  or  prevented  by 
individual  action.  These  illnesses  may  depend  on  habits  of  living 
which  by  their  modification  and  the  exertion  of  certain  disciplines 
may  be  averted. 

In  this  context,  the  heavy  smoking  of  cigarettes  is  most  relevant. 

The  relationship  of  this  habit  to  the  ultimate  development  of  lung  cancer, 
its  association  with  chronic  bronchitis  and  coronary  heart  disease,  is 
now  universally  accepted.  The  facts  are  generally  known,  but  the  habit 
still  persists.  This  subject  is  further  discussed  in  section  A  of  the 
report. 

Though  people  are  living  longer  the  death  rate  among  middle-aged  males 
remains  high.  This  is  due  to  deaths  from  arterial  disease  resulting  in 
coronary  thrombosis,  strokes  and  from  cancer.  The  prevention  of  early 
arterial  disease  is  a  problem  which  now  besets  all  civilised  communities. 

It  is  a  condition  of  multiple  causes  Imown  and  unknovm,  some  of  which 
are  hereditary.  Of  those  known  facts,  the  salient  one  is  that  early 
arterial  disease  is  not  so  evident  in  those  who  take  regular  physical 
exercise.  Increasing  transport,  highly  urbanised  communities  and 
sedentary  amusements  such  as  television,  all  contribute  to  a  failure  to 
take  sufficient  exercise.  In  addition  food  is  abundant,  highly  refined 
and  of  a  high  calorie  content,  and  many  people  have  developed  the  habit 
of  eating  in  excess  of  their  needs.  Excessive  calorie  intake  without 
the  compensatory  effect  of  exercise  combine  to  cause  the  degenerative 
condition  which  takes  its  toll  from  a  valuable  section  of  society  who  are 
at  the  time  of  life  v/hen  their  experience  can  contribute  much  to  the 
community,  foung  people  should  be  encouraged  to  bo  active  in  all  forms  of 
spcrt  and  physical  exercise,  to  eat  less  sweets,  ice-creams  and  other 
starchy  foods  and  this  habit  should  continue  throughout  life,  modifying 
the  exercise  to  be  appropriate  with  the  years. 

In  the  field  on  mental  health  there  appears,  in  spite  of  the  benefits 
of  the  V/elfare  State,  to  be  little  evidence  that  mental  or  psychiatric 
illness  is  diminishing.  The  increase  in  delinquency,  in  drug  taking, 
crime,  divorce  and  cruelty  to  children  indicate  that  the  community, 
though  experiencing  increasing  material  prosperity,  is  still  lacking  in 
maturity  and  stability. 

The  numbers  of  people  who  are  killed  or  injured  as  a  result  of 
accidents,  both  at  home  and  on  the  road,  continue  to  be  far  too  high,  as 
the  majority  of  these  accidents  are  preventable.  Details  of  causes 
and  suggestions  for  prevention  are  given  in  Section  A, 
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I  viish  to  thank  Mr.  Miller  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for 
his  helpful  co-opcration;  his  retirement  took  place  at  the  end  of  the 
year  after  35  years  of  outstanding  service  to  the  Council.  Mr.  M. 
Merriman  was  appointed  Chief  Public  ^fealtli  Inspector  to  the  Public 
Health  department  thus  terminating  the  joint  appointment  of  Surveyor 
and  Public  Health  departments.  Both  he  and  his  staff  are  thanked 
for  their  good  work  throughout  the  year. 

I  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  encouragement  and  accord  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
my  thanks  for  his  ready  co-operation  at  all  times.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIilL  CONDITIONS . 


The  District  is  largely  rural,  v;ith  some  suburban  area  remaining  round 
the  town  of  Northampton.  The  main  industry  is  agriculture,  and  with  the 
exception  of  a  largo  engineering  works  in  Roade,  consists  only  of  a  few  small 
factories  of  various  types  including  some  in  the  leather  trade, 

« 

There  is  a  large  abattoir  and  storage  depot  at  Hardingstono.  A  marina 
with  caravan  site  and  pleasure  grounds  are  situated  at  Billing.  There  is 
considerable  housing  development  in  the  district, 

POPULATION. 


The  Registrar-General's  figure  of  the  estimated  population  at  mid-year 
was  20,730  showing  an  increase  on  the  figure  for  1966,  although  this  total 
had  increased  by  the  end  of  the  year  with  the  completion  of  more  private 
houses.  The  majority  of  persons  occupying  these  new  houses  came  from  outside 
the  District.  The  increase  in  population,  i.e,  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  137. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  was  356  showing  an  increase  of  2  compared  with  the  pievious 
year,  and  giving  a  standardised  rate  of  1 7. 8( calculated  on  the  Registrar- 
General's  comparability  factor  1.05)  compared  with  17.2  for  England  and  Wales, 
per  1 ,000  of  the  total  population, 

STILL-BIRTHS. 

The  figure  was  three  for  the  year,  compared  v;ith  two  for  1966,  and  gives 
a  rate  of  8.0  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS . 

There  were  nineteen,  an  increase  of  four  on  the  previous  year, 

MATERN/iL  M0RT;j.ITY. 

Wo  death  was  recorded. 

INE;JJT  MORT/il^ITY. 

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  who  died  was  ten,  compared  with 
two  for  1966.  Four  deaths  occiurod  in  the  first  vreek  of  life.  This  gives  a 
rate  of  28  per  1,000  live  births  and  is  above  the  national  figure  of  18.3. 

DEATHS. 

Statistics  for  the  year  show  that  there  were  219  deaths  compared  with 
237  for  last  year.  This  gives  a  standardised  rate  of  8,6  compared  with  the 
national  figure  of  11.2.  Female  deaths  exceed  male  deaths  by  three.  The 
great  preponderance  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  is 
once  more  evident,  making  a  total  of  86  of  which  35  died  from  coronary 
disease  alone,  while  31  died  from  other  heart  disease  and  a  further  29  from 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  and  20  from  other  circulatory  disease. 


Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  constitute,  once  again,  over  half 
the  total  deaths.  Cancer  reraains  the  second  highest  cause  of  death,  this 
year  taking  34  persons.  Thus  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  together 
with  cancer  cause  two  thirds  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  trend  in  principal  causes  of  death  continues,  therefore,  towards  the 
mainly  degenerative  and  neoplastic  conditions,  and  away  from  infectious 
disease,  now  largely  controlled  by  the  wide  number  of  antibiotic  and  other 
drugs.  However,  it  can  be  seen  that  62  persons  out  of  a  total  219  deaths 
died  before  the  age  of  65.  The  causes  of  their  deaths  were  predominantly 
either  due  to  accidents,  arterial  disease  or  cancer.  Five  people  from  the 
district  died  as  a  result  of  accidents. 


The  standardised  rate  is  calculated  from  the  Registrar-General’s 
comparability  figure  0.81  which  makes  allowance  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population  in  different  areas,  and  is  specifically  to  take  into 
account  the  presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  the  area. 

This  year  again,  both  nationally  and  locally »  the  nmber  of  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  has  increased;  statistics  also  show  an  increase  in  a 
lower  age  group.  Males  still  predominate  but  females  are  catching  up  due  to 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  female  cigarette  smokers.  In  1929,  2,751  died 
from  cancer  of  the  lung,  in  1959,  6,214,  in  1963,  24,434,  in  1965,  26,399  and 
in  1966,  27,013.  In  1967  there  were  28,250  deaths  (Males  23,946,  Females 
4  304).*  The  relationship  between  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the 
lung  has  been  well  established.  It  can  also  contribute  to  other  chest 
conditions  such  as  chronic  bronchitis  and  may  be  an  adverse  factor  in 
coronary  heart  disease.  Yet  each  year  thousands  of  young  people  start  to 
smoke  and  many  others  continue  to  indulge  in  heavy  cigarette  smoking.  The 
efforts  of  health  education  would  appear  to  be  having  little  success.  It  may 
bo  easy  to  achieve  a  public  response  to  single  and  immediate  requests  such 
as  attendance  for  immunization  but  to  succeed  in  long  term  influence  is 
another  matter.  In  trying  to  prevent  lung  cancer  we  are  asking  for  a 
sustained  effort  over  many  years  so  that  habits  are  inculcated  which  will 
reduce  a  risk  v^hich  has  no  apparent  immediate  effect.  Our  aim  m\ist,  however, 
continue  to  bo  directed  by  all  means  at  our  disposal,  towards  young  people  in 
an  endeavour  to  prevent  them  from  initially  acquiring  the  smoking  habit. 

Those  whom  children  admire,  and  therefore  emulate  have  a  responsibility  to 
show  by  their  example  that  cigarette  smoking  is  a  foolish  habit.  Parents, 
teachers,  youth  leaders,  sportsmen,  actors,  pop  stars  and  all  those  whom  the 
young  may  follow  need  to  realise  how  considerable  is  their  own  influence  and 

example  in  this  respect. 

The  emergence  of  early  degenerative  disease  of  the  arteries  is  now  ^ 
becoming  significant  especially  among  middle-aged  males.  These  men  in  their 
prime  and  a  time  of  their  greatest  contribution  to  society  are  often 
killed  or  crippled  by  coronary  thrombosis  or  strokes.  This  disease  which  now 
assails  all  the  highly  developed  communities  is  a  challenge  which  is  not 
being  met.  The  majority  of  individuals  are  unaware  of  the  dangers  of  a 
pattern  of  life,  assumed  in  early  adulthood  and  followed  without  change  until 
the  catalcysm  strikes  them.  The  causes  remain  unsolved,  and  the  factors 
involved  arc  probably  multiple.  However,  one  salient  feature  is  apparent, 
and  this  is  the  simple  one  that  early  arterial  disease  is  loss  evident  in 
those  who  take  regular  physical  exorcise , 
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Today  with  ncchanisation  of  industry,  the  widespread  use  of  notor  vehicles, 
entertainnents  which  require  no  physical  participation,  particularly  the 
alnost  universal  use  of  television  together  with  an  increase  in  the  niinher  of 
workers  whose  work  is  alnost  entirely  sedentary,  the  proportion  of  people  who 
have  adequate  exercise  is  declining.  It  is  therefore  wise  to  establish  the 
habit  of  being  as  physically  active  as  possible  starting  after  leaving  school 
and  continuing  with  suitable  nodification  to  the  years.  VJhile  at  school  the 
enphasis  is  on  team  games,  and  many  children  fail  to  continue  their  activity 
after  leaving  school.  However,  swinning,  squash,  golf,  fishing,  sailing, 
walking,  dancing,  horse  riding  and  gardening  are  all  activities  that  can  be 
continued  either  alone  or  with  snail  groups,  and  some  of  these  suitably 
adapted  nay  go  on  throughout  life.  The  daily  walk  especially  if  demanded  by 
a  dog,  thvis  ensuring  its  regularity  is  specially  reconnonded  as  this  is  an 
activity  which  can  be  pursued  to  old  age.  This  together  with  the  need  to 
exercise  some  moderation  in  the  consumption  of  food,  to  watch  against 
obesity  and  the  endeavour  to  maintain  a  benign  and  tolerant  attitude  to  life 
and  labours  may  indeed  help  to  avert  an  early  onset  of  arterial  degeneration. 

A  small  decline  of  approximately  9?o  can  be  reported  in  deaths  from  road 
accidents  and  this  is  attributed  to  the  introduction  of  the  breathalyzer  test. 
In  1967,  7,487  people  died  as  a  result  of  accidents  on  the  roads  compared 
with  7,985  in  1966.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  centiiry,  road  accidents  in 
Great  Britain  have  caused  over  300,000  deaths.  Thus  on  an  average  day  20 
people  die  as  a  result  of  such  an  accident,  one  road  user  being  killed  nearly 
every  hour.  Analysis  by  age  has  shown  the  15  “  26  ago  group,  males 
predominating,  and  is  most  probably  due  to  the  temperamental  failure  of  this 
age  group.  The  necessity  of  proper  maintenance  of  the  vehicle,  habitual  use 
of  Safety  devices  such  as  belts  in  cars  and  helmets  for  motorcyclists,  and 
driving  with  due  consideration  for  the  safety  of  other  road  users  is  stressed. 

Confirmed  figures  concerning  accidents  in  the  home  for  1966  have  not  yet 
been  published  but  provisional  figures  indicate  a  general  worsening  of  the 
situation.  Falls  constitute  by  far  the  most  frequent  cause  of  accidental  death 
in  and  around  the  house,  about  59  per  cent  of  the  total.  Nearly  90  per  cent 
of  those  fatalities  were  to  people  in  the  age  group  65  and  over.  The  next 
most  common  cause  was  poisoning  folloiued  ly  burns  and  scalds,  and  finally 
sxiffocation  and  choking.  Attention  to  details  such  as  fire  guards,  fire 
resistant  materials  for  children's  nightdresses,  simple  structural 
alterations  in  houses  for  elderly  people  and  provision  of  physical  aids, 
keeping  medicines  under  lock  and  key,  arc  required  to  prevent  these  deaths. 

The  respiratoiy  infections  still  take  their  toll,  though  less  than 
formerly.  The  great  majority  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  are  in  those  whose 
health  is  undermined  by  other  causes  and  is  as  such  only  a  terminal  event. 

There  were  26  deaths  from  pneiimonia,  5  from  bronchitis  and  1  from  other 
respiratory  diseases.

T.^hnr;.torv  Service;  The  Public  Health  Laboratoiy  Service  operating  at 
the  General  Hospital,  Northanpton,  was  available  for  the  diagnosis 
analysis  of  specinens  relative  to  infectious  disease,  and  also  for  the 
bacteriological  exanination  of  water  sanples,  and  was  free  of  cost  to  the 
authority.  A  helpful  and  efficient  service  is  provided,  and  we  thanJe 
Dr.  Hoyle  for  his  constant  co-operation. 

AnbulancG  Service;  Under  the  control  of  the  Coimty  Council,  is  used  for 
cases  occurring  in  the  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Hone.  Midwives  and  Health  Visitor  Service.;  These  ^e 
provided  directly  by  the  Co\mty  Council,  who  have  their  nurses  living  in 
various  parishes  in  the  district. 

The  Hone  Hein  Service:  Also  provided  by  the  County  Cotmcil,  in  operation 
in  various  parishes  in  the  District.  It  is  a  very  necessary  service 
affords  considerable  benefit  to  the  connunity,  both  to  doniciliary  natemity 
cases,  and  in  the  case  of  old  people  who  can  renain  confortably  at  hone,  and 
whon,  without  this  help,  would  be  in  institutions.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


During  the  year  22  water  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
analysis  from  supplies  other  than  the  water  mains. 

These  comprised  as  follov/s:- 

Elevon  from  a  private  piped  supply,  four  of  which  were 
reported  "xuisatisfactory" . 

Seven  samples  were  taken  from  a  tap  over  a  deep  bore  at  one 
holiday  site,  four  of  these  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory. 

Four  samples  were  also  taken  from  a  further  holiday  site  of 
which  three  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  Both  these  are  riverside 
sites  used  for  the  summer  saason  only. 

In  each  of  these  instances  correspondence  was  entered  into  with 
the  respective  omers  vri.th  a  view  to  precautions  being  taken  and  to 
providing  a  permanently  satisfactory  solution. 

During  tho  yoar  no  sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 


SVIMING  POOLS 


A  large  privately  owned  pool 

During  the  season  95  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  analysis 
were  taken.  All  these  were  reported  as  "very  satisfactory",  a  tribute 
to  the  care  and  attention  of  the  staff  involved.  Regular  visits  were 
made  throughout  the  season  to  check  the  chlorination  and  soda  lime 
dosing  arrangements  at  this  open  air  pool. 

Roade  Secondary  School  Pool 

Eighteeen  samples  were  taken  during  school  term  time  from  this 
pool,  all  were  reported  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  "very 
satisfactory".  Colour  comparator  test  readings  were  also  taken 
regularly. 

The  excellent  amenities  and  supervision  at  this  Swimming  Pool 
are  also  enjoyed  by  other  nearby  schools.

Food  Hygiene 

Considerable  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  raise  the  standard 
of  care  in  food  handling  and  the  hygiene  of  food  premises  generally.  The 
accompanying  schedule  sets  out  the  work  carried  out.  Some  shops  and 
premises  required  considerable  attention  and  encouragement  of  their 
occupiers.  These  tended  to  be  in  the  minority  on  the  whole.  Generally 
improved  standards  of  cleanliness  and  attention  to  detail  increasingly 
obtain  in  the  village  shops  and  good  co-operation  is  obtained.

A  large  refrigerator  was  also  installed 
for  cold  storage  of  filled  cartons.  Milk  sampling  routine  was

All  the  reports  upon  samples  of  milk  taken  from  the  above 
during  the  year  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.

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Caravans  and  Camping 


There  arc  a  nvunber  of  sites  licenced  for  a  single  caravan,  a  few  sites 
for  moderate  numhors  of  caravans,  and  one  large  site  licenced  for  496 
caravans  and  1 50  tonts.  Planning  control  and.  supervision  operate  in  respect  of 
all  these,  and  periodical  visits  are  made  for  various  Public  Health  purposes 
to  ensure  satisfactory  control. 

All  licences  issued  for  these  purposes  are  subject  to  observance  of  the 
Council’s  Regulations  for  Camping  Sites,  and  visits  are  made  to  the  occupier* 
to  discuss  standards  of  camping  from  time  to  time. 

Except  at  peak  holiday  periods  the  sites  are  not  fully  occupied  thus 
reducing  pressure  upon  use  of  the  amenities  provided.  Efforts  are  made  to 
encourage  rising  standards  of  conduct  on  the  sites. 

Gypsies  and  Other  Travellers 

The  pattern  of  life  of  these  families  appears  to  have  changed  little 
over  the  past  few  years  in  respect  of  this  District,  The  traditional  route 
known  as  the  Banbury  Lane  is  much  used,  and  these  travellers  appear  to  cross 
the  District  rather  than  remain  in  it  for  longer  periods,  although  some  of 
them  appear  to  have  local  connections  whilst  others  visit  distant  parts  of 
the  country. 

In  certain  localities  in  particular,  nuisance  is  caused  by  the  deposit 
of  large  accumulations  of  refuse  of  all  kinds.

Public  Health  Conplaints

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RCDENT  CONTROL 


It  is  the  task  of  the  Local  Authority  to  impress  upon  people 
the  importance  of  Rodent  Control  as  a  Public  Health  measure.  The 
co-operation  of  members  of  the  public  is  urgently  sought  in  reporting 
outbreaks  of  rodent  infestation.  In  this  District  good  co-operation 
is  forthcoming  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  better  results  could  be 
obtained  if  all  known  infestation  were  reported.  Private  premises 
are  treated  free  and  business  premises  by  arrangement  upon  a 
rechargeable  basis  when  requested  to  do  so.  Not  many  requests  for 
the  latter  were  received  during  the  year. 

Approximately  three  hundred  farms  and  smallholdings  in  the 
District  are  surveyed  annually  without  a  charge  being  made.  Treatment 
on  a  rechargeable  basis  is  undertaken  following  a  written  request  in 
each  case.  This  service  has  been  little  used  of  late.  Many  famers 
arrange  for  rodent  control  treatment  themselves. 

In  addition  to  the  above  work  two  sewer  treatment  schemes  were 
undertaken  in  the  majority  of  villages  and  especially  in  the  older 
parts  of  the  sewerage  systems.  The  loan  of  the  manhole  cover  lifter 
from  Rushdcn  Urban  District  Council  is  ackno^irledged  with  thanks. 
Council's  tips  and  sewage  purification  plants  were  visited  at  regular 
intervals  and  treatments  carried  out  as  appropriate. 

Information  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  following 
the  receipt  of  a  report  upon  toxic  chemicals  that  the  rat  poison  Antu 
was  considered  dangerous  to  those  handling  it.  Accordingly  its  use 
was  discontinued.

Disinfestation  -  Wasps 

In  the  event  of  requests  for  wasp  nest  destruction  being  received, 
this  disinfestation  service  is  undertaken  upon  the  payment  of  £1  in 
advance.  Treatment  varies  according  to  the  location  of  the  nest.  This 
service  is  very  much  appreciated. 

Tree  priming,  care  and  replacement  upon  Council  estates  also  some 
gardening,  and  the  transporting  of  outside  staff  form  additional  duties 
carried  out  by  the  Council's  Rodent  Operator. 
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PETROLEUM  (REGULATION)  ACTS,  1928  AND  1936 


The  nunber  of  prenises  in  the  District  re-licenced  for 
the  storage  of  petroleum  was  70,  2  new  licences  were  issued. 
The  total  storage  capacity  of  licensed  prenises  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was;-

care  is  taken  in  examining  new  applications  for  siting,  and 
storage  of  petroleun  spirit  and  petroleim  mixtures. 


STREET  NAMING  AND  NUMBERING 

Street  Naming  and  Numbering  duties  which  devolve  upon 
the  Public  Health  Department  were  carried  out  as  the  need 
arose  during  the  year. 

Numbering  enquiries  take  up  a  considerable  amount  of 
time,  and  are  dealt  with  as  soon  as  the  information  becomes 
available. 

Schemes  are  prepared  in  respect  of  new  estates  being 
developed  and  information  is  circulated  to  the  affected 
persons  and  organis^ations  as  the  schemes  are  confirmed. 

In  respect  of  the  naming  of  streets,  care  is  taken  to 
consult  the  Parish  Councils  in  each  instance,  and  to  consider 
the  submissions  of  the  estate  developer  before  the  Council’s 
decision  is  given.

DYSENTERY

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FOOD  f  01J0r;iNG 


No  cases  notified.  There  has  been  a  low  incidence  in  the  district  in 
recent  years.  The  condition  is  usually  caused  by  one  of  the  Salmonella 
organisms  the  commonest  being  the  Typhimurim  strain  or  paratyphoid  A  or  B. 
The  Staphylococcus  gaining  entry  .to  food  from  cn  infected  spot  or  b.oil  on. 
the  hands,  arms  or  face  of  a  food  handler  may  also  cause  a  severe  form  of 
food  poisoning.  Some  chemical  contaminants  can  be  an  occasional  cause. 

More  rarely,  Typhoid  fever  and  botulism  may  occur.  However,  the 
commonest  form  of  food  poisoning  is  the  Salmonella  gaining  entry  into  food 
by  faulty  hygiene  of  food  handlers.  The  sources  of  infection  can  be 
numerous,  uncooked  contaminated  (often  imported)  meat  being  today  probably 
one  of  the  commonest, 

INFLUENZA 


No  death  was  recorded.  The  number  of  cases  during  the  year  was  not 
known, 

BRONCHITIS 


Five  deaths  were  recorded, 

PNEUI-IONIA 

Twenty-six  deaths  were  recorded.  There  was  1  notification. 

Respiratory  infection  continues  to  be  a  cause  of  much  ill-health  and 
chronic  suffering,  A  very  marked  decline  in  deaths  from  pneumonia  has  taken 
place  since  the  discovery  of  the  sulphonamides  and  antibiotics,  but  in 
chronic  sufferers  from  bronchitis  and  in  the  aged  and  debilitated  some  cases 
do  still  prove  fatal. 

The  incidence  of  chronic  nasal  catarrh  often  with  the  later  development 
of  sinusitis  is  still  an  all  too  common  occurrence.  Many  school  children 
still  suffer  from  nasal  catarrh.  The  cause  is  obscure  and  the  need  for 
research  into  this  problem  continues  to  be  stressed. 

INFECTIVE  HEPATITIS 

There  was  one  case,:  in  March,  from  Hardings  tone.  The  Minister  of.. 
Health  gave  sanction  that  this  disease  should  be  made  locally  notifiable  as 
from  1st  July,  1962.  By  arrangement  with  other  District  Councils  this  also 
became  operative  in  the  County  of  Northamptonshire.  Acute  Infective 
Hepatitis  is  a  disease  caused  by  a  virus  which  attacks  the  liver  and  causes 
jaundice.  It  is  mainly  an  infection  of  young  people,  of  faecal  oral  spreAd, 
with  an  incubation  period  of  1 5  -  25  days.  The  incrininative  routes  of 
xi^ection  are  from  food  handlers,  water,  and  children  to  their  mothers.  The 
virus  is  present  in  faeces  16  days  before  jaundice  and  up  to  8  days  after. 
Serum  hepatitis,  which  is  another  form  of  infective  hepatitis,  has  a  longer 
incubation  period  ,of  50-160  days.  It  affects  adults  mainly  and  can  be 
spread  by  blood  transfusion  and  inefficiently  sterilised  equipment  used  by 
doctors,  dentists,  nurses,  and  drug  addicts,  and  in  the  various  tattooing 
processes. 
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The  clinical  groups  of  these  tv^o  types  of  hepatitis  are  indistinguishable. 
There  is  no  specific  treatment  and  a  jaundiced  adult  nay  be  away  fron  work 
fron  six  weeks  to  two  nonths,  and  sonetines  night  not  feel  really  fit  a 
year.  Quarantine  neasures  arc  of  little  value  and  patients  can  be  treated  at 
hone  or  in  hospital  provided  adequate  hand-washing  techniques  are  practised 
with  current  disinfection  of  excreta.  Serun  hepatitis  can  be  vir^ally 
abolished  if  disposable  equipment  were  generally  introduced.  In  this  County 
disposable  equipment  is  used  by  the  County  Health  Department  for  al 
proLdSres  iLolving  immunization.  Ganna  Globulin  is  of  value  for  the 
protection  of  close  contacts  and  pregnant  women  during  epidemics. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Vaccination  is  offered  against  tuberculosis  by  the  County  Council  to  all 
children  at  13  years  of  ago.  This  is  carried  out  in  the  schools  and  there  is 
a  high  acceptance  rate. 

There  were  3  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  -  1  male  and  2  females. 
One  respiratory,  one  meninges  and  one  other  in  type. 


DIPHTHERIA 

There  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  Northamptonshi^  since  1956. 

There  is  therefore,  with  every  successive  year  of  freedom  from  irfection  a 
toSishlng  public  ^eoclleotion  of  the  dangers  of  this  drsease.  »thors 
without  knowledge  of  this  illness  feel  a  false  security  and  uay  fail  to  toto 
their  children  iununized.  That  this  is  a  dangerous  situation  cannot  be  too 

strongly  stressed,  and  only  by  keeping  up  the  ^ 

nav  this  dread  disease  be  kept  at  bay.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  p  ,  . ,  . 

h^o  their  children  imLiunized  and  if  they  fail  to  do  so  they  neglect  their 

children's  vrclfare. 

SMALLPOX 

No  case  occurred.  The  vaccination  of  children  is  still  necessary  and 
Shoulf  be  Tarried  out  sonetine  during  the  first  two  years  of  life,  preferably 
between  the  first  and  second  year. 

ANTHRAX  .  ■ . 

Two  oases  of  hunan  anthrax  are  reported.  Both  these  occurred  in  workers 
t  „  kunckors  vard  The  first  which  was  a  noderatoly  severe  case  was 

at  home  throughout  his  illness. 

The  source  of  the  infection  was  found  and  incinerated,  full  disi^ection

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BRUCELLOSIS 


Regular  sampling  of  tuburculin  tested  untreated  milk  is  carried 
out  on  the  health  departments  behalf  by  the  County  VJoights  and  Moaourco 
.department,  and  they  are  thanked  for  their  helpful  assistance  in  this 
matter. 

In  one  infected  herd,  the  farmer  himself  became  ill  with  imdulant 
fever  and  was  admitted  to  hospital.  All  sale  of  untreated  milk  was 
promptly  withdrawn  and  all  milk  was  sent  for  pasturization. 

The  farmer  subsequently  ceased  to  produce  milk.
